Spokesmen for the steel com ­ 
panies said employ e callbacks 
will depend on a pickup in steel 
orders.

Expansion Of 
Labor Force 
Creates Rise 


Economist Blames 
Acute Shortage Of 
Fulltime Jobs 


WASHINGTON (A P) — The 
total num ber of Am ericans at 
work 
rose 
1.2 
million—more 
than usual for July —to 8 0.6 m il­ 
lion, but the nation’s unem ploy ­ 
ment rate so went up because 
more job seekers entered the 
labor 
force, 
the 
g overnm ent 
said today . 
The actual num ber of unem ­ 
ploy ed dipped 160,000 to 5,330,- 
000, but the Bureau of Labor 
Statistics fig ured it as a rise 
from 5.6 per cent to 5.8 per 
cent of the work force. 
“ E m ploy m ent 
rose in 
July , 
but not enoug h to offset the in­ 
crease in the labor force, and 
the unem ploy m ent rate edg ed 
up,” the report said. 
It added that the jobless rise 
was among part-tim e workers 
and 
that 
the 
unem ploy ment 
rate for full-time workers held 
steady at the 5.3 per cent. 
Fig ured on a seasonally a d­ 
justed basis, the bureau said, 
total 
unem ploy m ent 
was 
up 
200.000 for the month, but down 
330.000 from May . 
“ The July rise took place p ri­ 
m arily am ong job seekers who 
had re-entered the labor force,” 
the report said.

M artin, who in the m eantim e 
put in 19 y ears as chairm an of 
the F ederal Reserve Board, re ­ 
leased T hursday his report of a 
five-month study of Wall Street 
operations and practices. 
The scrutiny was made at the 
req uest of the NYSE Ixxard of 
g overnors. 
M artin’s 
m ajor 
proposals 
would 
involve 
creation

NYSE. 
While 
the 
recom m endations 
are not binding , they are ex­ 
pected to sig nificantly influence 
the future of the securities in­ 
dustry .

Because the lengthening 
days of April are still fighting the 
winter's accumulated surplus of cold, 
while the shortening days of September 
are slowly reducing the sum m er sur­ 
plus of heat.

Days have been becoming shorter for 
more than a month, and that is why 
most sections of the nation can look 
forward to somewhat cooler weather

Plans Would 


Raise Taxes 


WASHINGTON 
(A P) 
— 
Americans will spend at least 
$105 billion for medical care in 
1974 and even the most am ­ 
bitious 
proposal 
for 
federal 
health insurance would add less 
than $12 billion to the bill, ac­ 
cording to a governm ent study. 
A key finding of the survey 
was that none of the 12 legisla­ 
tive 
health 
reform 
plans 
analyzed would increase the na­ 
tion’s 
m edical cost by more 
than ll per cent, although they 
vary widely on what portion the 
government 
would 
pay. 
This 
could turn the political debate 
on health insurance away from 
expense and toward other dif­ 
ferences in the various reform 
proposals. 
The statistical analysis by the 
Departm ent of Health, Educa­ 
tion 
and 
W elfare found 
that 
without any alteration of the 
present system national health 
expenditures in fiscal 1974 are 
likely to be $105.4 billion, some 
10 per cent more than 
in the 
fiscal year just ended. 
Enactm ent of President Nix­ 
on’s plan to provide em ploy er- 
and government-subsidized pri­ 
vate health insurance for most 
Americans would increase the 
$105.4-billion figure bv $1.8 bil­ 
lion, the study showed. 
If Congress instead chose the 
cradle-to-grave plan of govern­ 
ment health insurance proposed 
by Sen. Edward M. Kennedy, 
D-Mass., and organized labor, 
the increase was set at $8.4 bil­ 
lion throughout. 
The Kennedy plan was esti­

Ten years 
later, in 722 B.C., Assyria de­ 
stroyed Samaria, thus edging 
the threat of Syria and Israel 
against Judah, but leaving Ju­ 
dah wide open to Assyria, de­ 
spite the allegiance pact be­ 
tween the two countries. As­ 
syria had become addicted to 
; conquest. Judah would be next; 
and it was only a matter of how 
aoon and how' bad. 
Under Ahaz’ idolatrous lead­ 
ership, pagan practices flour­ 
ished in Judah. The nation’s 
turning away from God was 
accompanied bv immorality, in­ 
justice, oppression and blood­ 
shed, all of which served to 
bring God's judgment on the 
people. When it finally came, 
Judah was spared the total de­ 
struction and dispersion of Sam­ 
aria only because Hezekiah, the 
son and successor to Ahaz. had 
been a “good king" and made 
every effort to root out pagan­ 


ish was complete. God would 
call the Assyrians to account 
and punish them for their pride, 
egotism and savage behavior. 
Despite her wealth, power 
and prestige, God would defeat 
and humble Assyria in accord­ 
ance to His plan and will. Judah 
had been chastised and God, 
through Isaiah, promised Heze­ 
kiah that the Assyrians would 
not enter the city of Jerusalem. 
An angel of death, most prob­ 
ably in the form of a particu­ 
larly virulent plague, 
moved 
through the Assyrian besiegers, 
kitling some 185,000 of them 
and 
leaving 
Sennacherib 
no 
choice but to abandon the siege 
and withdraw his forces. 
In the context of today’s les­ 
son, 
the phrase 
“the whole 
earth” refers to Assyria, the 
one great world empire of the 
period. But in a larger context. 
it indicates God’s sovereignty 
over the entire world and His 
interest in all of 'humanity. No 
nation, ancient or modern, how­ 
ever powerful, can challenge 
Gods will and win. They may 
serve as temporary instrument 
of His will, but cannot circum­

IRS Chief 
Seeks Change 


Of Image 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
new Internal Revenue commis­ 
sioner says he hopes to replace 
the old ‘IRS-is-heartless” im­ 
age with a sense of urgency 
and sensitivity” to problems of 
the nation’s taxpayers. 
Johnnie M. Walters’ sched­ 
uled to be sworn in today as 
the new IRS chief, said: We 
should be 
alert to avoid those 
types 
of 
cases 
that 
might 
create a sensation, when little 
or nothing is involved.” 
Although he declined in an in­ 
terview to get specific, he said 
IRS should not resort to “tun- 
nel-blindness” in administering 
and enforcing tax laws. 
“The Senate Finance Com­ 
mittee reminded us that maybe 
we should reissue or update an 
instruction to the field that be­ 
fore we take finale action on 
cases involving collecting, we 
should 
be 
concerned 
with 
whether that will put the tax­ 
payer out of business.” 
Walters said he will review 
the instructions and “see what 
has been done or what can be 
done.” 
Walters, an assistant attorney 
general in the Justice Depart­ 
ment’s tax division the past two 
years, said: “ I think we, the 
government 
and 
taxpayers, 
need to get answer to tax ques­ 
tions much quicker than we do. 
The criticism of ‘Why does it 
take so long?’ is coming from 
lawyers and judges.” 
But, 
asked 
how 
he would 
speed up the process of resolv­ 
ing 
tax 
disputes, 
Walters 
replied, “I don't know yet.” 
Walters said his main philos­ 
ophy of tax administration is 
“nobody gets favoritism.”

security retirement benefits, the 
study indicates. 
Because of their generally low 
wages, farm workers apparent­ 
ly find it easier to continue 
working and stay within the so­ 
cial security retirement earning 
test. 
A retired worker may collect 
his full benefits unless he earns 
more than $1,680 a year. He 
also may collect his full benefit 
amount for any month in which 
he earns $140 or less, regardless 
of yearly earnings.
